Applicant argues Akki in view of Ellison does not teach or suggest a formable 
metal substrate with the ionomer layer wherein the formable metal substrate is not 
shaped or formed. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Akki teaches a coated metal 
substrate wherein the metal substrate may be a panel (see examples). Said panels are 
understood to be "not shaped or formed." Furthermore, said panels are understood to 
be formable since metals are known in the art to be formable and reads on applicant's 
claimed substrate material.
